The NX125, like all the new NX models, will be marketed as an entry- 
level street bike and will come with electric start. 





da's Shadow line (the 800 and 1100cc 
models) and Honda's remaining 
custom cruiser, the Magna 750. 
Models made in 1987 that have 
been dropped from production for 
1988 include the 250 and 450cc 


Rebels, the TL200R. Reflex and, as ` 


mentioned, the entire XL line. 
Honda's marketing theme for 1988 
is, "Come ride with us," and the 
Japanese manufacturer has intro- 
duced the Hawk GT and the NX 
series — bikes that do not fit into 
existing market niches — to make 
Honda motorcycles more ''accessi- 
ble" to entry-level riders. The new 
models are designed to provide first- 
time buyers with ease of purchase, 
ease of ownership and ease of use. 
Honda hopes the Hawk GT will 
open a new model category. It is 
basically a sporty machine designed 


for general, all-around versaulity — 


commuting, Sunday afternoon rides 
in the country, and running down 
to the corner drugstore. 

It is fitted with an OHC, 647cc, 
liquid-cooled, 52° V-twin with three 
valves per cylinder and Honda’s 
offset dual-pin crankshaft. The 
powerplant.is fed by twin, 36.5mm 
constant velocity carburetors, and 
the lower end boasts a five-speed 
transmission. The engine is housed 
in a twin spar, rectangular section 
aluminum frame. 

The Hawk's front fork has 41mm 
stanchion tubes, and the bike is 
suspended in the rear by a DeCarbon- 
type single shock with seven- 
position spring preload. A state-of- 
the-art, single-sided ‘“‘Pro-Arm”’ 
aluminum swingarm with quick- 
change rear wheel rounds out the 
rear suspension setup. 

Disc brakes with twin-piston

calipers are fitted to the bike front 
„and rear, as are ultra-wide, turbine- 
style aluminum wheels. A wide, low- 
profile 150/70-17 tire provides rear 
traction and the bike is driven by a 
heavy-duty O-ring chain. Dry weight 


is a claimed 350 pounds; fuel tank. 


capacity is 3.1 gallons. The Hawk 
will be available in blue or silver. 

The Gold Wing, available last year 
in two models (the Aspencade and 
Interstate) is offered in 1988 in one 
version only, but Honda’s premier 
touring machine has been com- 
pletely reworked from the ground 
up. 

It is powered by an all-new, OHC, 
liquid-cooled, horizontally-opposed 
six-cylinder engine with a low center 
of gravity. The engine is fed by 
computer-monitored, dual down- 
draft, 36mm, diaphragm-type CV 
carburetors, has a solid state digital 


ignition and a four-speed-plus-fifth- 
overdrive transmission. 

The shaft-driven Gold Wing is 
suspended by huge 41mm front forks 
with torque reactive anti-dive con- 
trol (TRAC) which reduces fork 
compression during braking. Rear 
suspension is air-adjustable. The 
bike has triple disc brakes, a 6.3- 
gallon fuel tank and low-profile, 
touring tires. 

The Gold Wing also offers slow- 
speed reverse (which operates via the 
starter motor), a first for any touring 
motorcycle, electronic cruise control 
and an all-new audio system. 

The NX dual sport models — 
NX650, NX250 and NX125 — are 
new from fender to fender. They will 
be marketed as entry-level street bikes 
and all NX models, even the NX125, 
will have electric start and aerody- 
namic mini-fairings. 





The Hurricane CBR1000, introduced last year, is unchanged for 1988. 
It is powered by a liquid-cooled, DOHC in-line four-cylinder engine. 


Why the switch? When Honda 
officials surveyed XL owners, they 
discovered that 80 percent of those 
riders used the primarily dirt-capable 
XLs mostly for street riding. So the 
XL line was eliminated and the new 
NX line — primarily street-oriented 
motorcycles that can be ridden in the 
dirt — was created to fill the gap. 

The NX650 and NX125 will be 
powered by single-cylinder, air- 
cooled, four-stroke engines, while 
the NX250 will sport a liquid-cooled, 
four-stroke single. The 125cc pow- 
erplant will have two valves, while 
the 250 and 650cc models will boast 
four valves. All three bikes will have 
solid-state, CD igmitions with elec- 
tronic advance and all.are chain 
driven. The 125 and 650cc models are 
five speeds; the NX250 will have a 
six-speed transmission. 


Each of the NX models will be 


fitted with a leading axle telescopic 
front fork and Pro-Link swingarm 
rear suspension with adjustable 
preload. Wheel travel on each of the 


` three models is approximately eight 


inches in front and seven inches in 
the rear. 

The 250 and 650cc NX models are 
stopped by front disc brakes with 
twin-piston calipers and by rear 
drum brakes; the NX125 has drum 
brakes, front and rear. The NX650 


has a claimed dry weight of 335 


pounds and fuel tank capacity of 3.4 
gallons. The 250 reportedly weighs 
260 pounds and has a 2.3-gallon fuel 
tank, while the 125 weighs in at 247 
pounds and holds 2.5 gallons of fuel. 

Each bike is available in metallic 
blue; the NX250 also will come in 
pearl white. 

Honda’s latest conventional sport 
bike is the all-new Interceptor VIR 
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Honda's popular CBR600 Hurricane also is unchanged for 1988. It will 
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be available this year in red and metallic two-tone grey. 





250. Honda calls this bike the, '*most 
radically-styled 250cc sport bike on 
the market." It is offered in two 
distinctive color and graphic com- 
binations — white with day-glo blue 
trim and black with day-glo pink/ 
blue trim. 

It is powered by a 249cc, DOHC 
eight-valve (four per cylinder), 
liquid-cooled, 909 V-twin, four- 
stroke engine. fed by two 32mm 
constant velocity carburetors. The 
VTR has a solid state CD ignition 
with electronic advance, six-speed 
transmission and is driven by a 
sealed, O-ring chain. 

Air adjustable 35min hydraulic 
front forks are mounted to a 
diamond-configuration, twin-tube, 
box-section frame; rear suspension is 
provided by a Pro-Link swingarm 
setup with shock preload 
adjustment. 

A front inboard disc brake with 
twin-piston caliper handles stop- 
ping chores up front while a drum 
brake takes care of the job in the rear. 
Stylish cast aluminum wheels are 
fitted with tubeless tires (100/90-16 
up front, 120/80-17 in the rear). 


The littlest Interceptor (and the 
only one available in the U.S.) has 
a claimed dry weight of 332.9 
pounds, fuel tank capacity of 3.4 
gallons and ground clearance of 5.5 
inches. 

Honda's 1988 sport bike lineup in 
the U.S. 1s rounded out by the 600 
and 1000cc Hurricanes, which have 
changed little from last year. They 
offer the same transverse, in-line, 
liquid-cooled, DOHC four-cylinder 
engines and state-of-the art sport 
bike suspension. The CBR600 will 
be offered in red and metallic two- 
tone gray, while the 1000cc Hurri- 
cane will come in silver and metallic 
blue/black. 

-Nowhere on Honda’s all-new 
Shadow: VLX custom cruiser is there 
any indication of engine displace- 
ment. The bike is powered by a 583cc, 
liquid-cooled, 52° V-twin, four- 
stroke powerplant, but the bike 
appears much larger — it’s physi- 
cally the same size as most 1100cc 
models. 

The newest Shadow sports classic 
custom styling with a two-piece 
custom seat, forward-mounted foot-

pegs and stylish handlebars. The 
engine has a single pin crankshaft 
to increase the "heartbeat" sound 
and feeling of a big V-twin, and is 
fitted with a wide-ratio, four-speed 
transmission for low-rpm, highway 
cruising. 

Seat height is a low 27.1 inches 
and the classic look of a custom 


cruiser is enhanced by wire spoke . 


wheels and plenty of polished 
chrome. 

The VLX has a rigid, double- 
cradle frame which allows the low 
seat height and long wheelbase of 
63.2 inches. The bike is suspended 
by 59mm, telescopic front forks and 
a single rear shock; the special delta- 
shaped swingarm emphasizes the 
classic, no-suspension look. 


Claimed dry weight 1s 432 pounds, 
ground clearance 1s 5.5 inches and 
fuel capacity is 2.3 gallons. The VLX 
will be offered in candy blue, and 
candy red. 


.Honda's custom cruiser line is 
rounded out by the Shadow VT1100, 
Shadow VT800 and the Magna 
VF750. 


The VTI1100 is essentially 
unchanged mechanically from the 
1987 model. For 1988, frame color 
has been matched to the color of the 
fuel tank (the bike will be available 
in black and candy red). The VI 1100 
also will have a four-speed, wide- 
ratio gearbox. 


Last year's mid-sized Shadow was 
a 700cc model sporting a five-speed 
transmission with sixth-gear over- 
drive. For 1988, the bike has been 
boosted to 800cc and a wide-ratio, 
four-speed transmission will be used. 


This year the solid state ignition 1s 
digital (the ignition on last year 
model was solid state but not digital). 
This year the bike has spoked wheels; 
the wheels were mags 1n 1987. The 
800cc Shadow will come im gloss 
black and candy red. 


The Magna, which was introduced 
last year as a 700cc custom, boasts 
a 748cc, liquid-cooled, 90? V-four in 
1988. Also, the V45 Magna's chin 
fairing (the small fairing under the 
engine) will be color-matched to the 
frame this year. e

Jeff Murphy rode a year-old Honda CR250 
to the overall victory 1n the 250cc Stock

Novice day of the 5th Annual Kyle Fleming 


Memorial at Blythe Raceway. 
Murphy also rode in three 
other classes, but. failed to 
finish in the top positions due 


to numerous problems. 

The event drew 645 entries from 
11 states and was dedicated to prom- 
oting the sport of motocross, reward- 
ing the participants and lending a 
hand to the less fortunate (a portion 
of each entry went to the Special 
Olympics) while paying tribute to 
Bruce Bunch, Kyle Fleming and Rick 
Hemme, three minicycle experts who 
were killed in an auto accident 
several vears ago during the Grand 
National Championships at Ponca 
City, Oklahoma. 

—Lhe first 250cc Stock Novice moto 

saw Murphy's Honda find the perfect 
combination of clutch and throttle 
to lead the 26-rider pack to the first 
turn. IJ Frost, Charlie Flippin, 
Damon Burg and David Crabs fol- 
lowed in hot pursuit. Murphy led the 
next lap as Flippin’ put Frost back 
to third with a daring outside pass. 
Burg then pressured Frost for a lap 
as Andy Brown moved through the 
pack after an eighth place start. Lap 
three saw Murphy still in the lead 
while Flipping moved to within 
striking distance. Berg held third but 
Dan Tistle moved in behind him. 
Brown was already up to fifth and 
still charging, while Frost faded back 
to. sixth. 

Murphy started to ease away from 
Flippin with perfectly executed leaps 
over the 45-foot-long double jump 
on the back side of the track, and 


continued to ease away and took the 


first moto win. Flippin had second 


and backed down with a lap to go, 
ending up second at the checkered. 


Tistle tried to pass Burg for third. 


place and fell. He quickly remounted 
but lost two positions. The checkered 
flag caught Burg charging in fourth 
ahead of Daryl Hawkins and Tistle. 

Tistle took the second moto hole- 
shot but crashed before the end of 
the first lap, handing first to Burg. 
Burg had Murphy all over him as 
the pair pulled away from the rest 
of the class. Flippin held third on 
lap three but was coming under 
series pressure from Brown and later 
Tistle, who was back on the gas after 
falling. With one lap to go, Burg 
looked secure in first and Murphy 
played it smart in second. 

“I knew I had the overall wrapped 
up so I concentrated on finishing and 
not making any mistakes," said 
Murphy after the moto. 

Flippin took the checkered flag 1n 
third to finish with third overall but 
Brown and Tistle continued to fight 
for fourth until the finish line. 
Brown led Tistle for most of the last 
lap but Tistle nailed the doubles to 
sail past the Yamaha rider and then 
held off his determined attempts to 
pass to score fourth at the flag for 
fifth overall. Brown took fifth at the 
finish for a 4-5 tally and trophied 
in fourth overall. 

The biggest and most competitive 
class was the 125cc Stock Novice 
class. Race director Gaye Wineland 
broke up the class into two divisions 
with the top 12 from each moto 
transferring to the main event. A last 
chance qualifier race took the top 
three finishers. 

Division one winner Louie Romo,

start and led every lap pulling away 
from second place finisher Jeff 


Griffin. Third and fourth went to’ 


Jimmy Dyer from Yamaha of Tuc- 
son and Bryan Honden. 

Cole Gress took the Division Two 
holeshot but fell back to second when 
Gary Hedding romped past to take 
the lead and the win. Gress finished 
a close second with Earl Goudreau 
and Murphy in tow for third and 
fourth. | 

Darren Donaldson led every lap of 
the LCO to make the main event 
with Steve Goslan and John Willi- 
ams capturing the remaining 
transfer postions. 

Griffin squeezed off a perfect 
holeshot in the main event to lead 
lap one but Romo blasted past to lead 
lap two. Mike Lord took second from 
Griffin on that lap with Steve Goslan 
falling back to fourth after a second 
place start. The clutch on Murphy's 
KX slipped badly on the starting 
line, leaving him with a last place 
start. Murphy was up to 15th by lap 
two and had 12th on the next lap 
but the clutch continued to act up. 
On lap four Murphy crashed hard 
off the doubles when his clutch 
refused to hook up for the launch. 

Up front Romo had the track 
wired and was easily pulling away. 
He had a four-second advantage by 
lap four over Lord. Hedding was 
nine seconds behind Lord and Grif- 
fin was within striking distance in 
fourth. Jim Hale had his Suzuki in 
fifth after a 10th place start. When 
the checkered flag was thrown on lap 
five Romo took it first with Lord, 


Hedding, Griffin, and Hale finish- 
ing in that order. 


The 125cc Modified Moines class 
was another exciting race with 
Griffin taking the lead after a huge 
pile-up in the first turn in moto one. 
Drew Olivia paced the field for the 
next three laps but fell on the last 
lap, handing first to Romo. Griffin 
took second with Chip Young and 
Murphy rounding out the top five. 

Moto two was a Romo benefit 
when he took the lead on the second 
lap and pulled away to win by 10 
bike lengths over Hedding. Young 
fought his way to third. Romo’s 
outstanding performance netted him 
the overall win, Young took second 
overall with his 3-3 finish and 
Griffin was third overall with a 2- 
6 tally. Murphy missed the start 
when he failed to hear the announce- 
ment that the second moto was 
moved up. 

Visibly disappointed, Murphy 
took it all with a grain of salt. “I 
won one class; I had a good time, 
and I'll be back next year.” a

3.to-V battle

Yamaha YZ250 pilot Darren Cartwright 
stormed through to steal the win a mere 
quarter of a mile from the finish line in 
one of the closest fought Barstow-to- Vegas 


desert races in memory. Cart- 
wright edged Team Kawasa- 
ki's Paul Krause by just two 


bike lengths as the checkered 
flag dropped, while Grant Palenske 
took third less than 30 seconds 
behind Krause. 


The event was marred by an 
apparent sabotage attempt which 
could have resulted in injury or death 
had it not been discovered by officials 
and removed before the start of the 
race. A double-row of railroad ties, 
reportedly spiked with nails, com- 
pletely blocked a drainage culvert 
under Interstate 15 about six miles 
southeast of Baker — the course was 
designed to take competitors right 
through the dark, narrow tunnel. 
Nails also littered the course near the 
culvert. 

The race also was marred by the 
death of John Robert Underhill, 46, 
of Sherman Oaks, California, who 
suffered multiple, internal injuries 
in a solo accident near Baker about 
9:25 a.m. Underhill was airlifted by 


helicopter to Barstow Community 
Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead at 10:25 a.m. The incident, 
which was not connected to the 
sabotage attempt, marked the first 
Barstow-to-Vegas fatality since 1972. 

After 170 miles of hard-on-the-gas 
racing, Cartwright crossed the finish 
line in three hours, 28 minutes to 
take his first ever overall win in. a 
desert race. His victory made 1t two 
wins in a row for 250cc bikes in what 
has always been considered a race 
tailor-made for open class machines. 

"I finally won one overall. I've 
never done that before," Cartwright 
said. “And what a race to win! It feels 
great. I only just did it, though. Paul 
Krause gave me a good race the whole 
way. I thought I was just going to 
get second right up to the end, but 
all of a sudden I got the break I was 
looking for and got past. I think I'm 
pretty lucky to be up here." 

A full contingent of 1200 racers 
were up before dawn, braving 30° 
temperatures and ice on the bike seats 
as they assembled in the starting area 
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20 miles east of Barstow. When the 
starting flag finally dropped, the 400- 
strong first wave hit the gas in an 
all-out drag race for the early lead. 

As the roar of 400 engines broke 
the pre-race silence and the field 
disappeared in a huge cloud of dust, 
Team Husqvarna's Dan Smith was 
making his move. Smith's 510cc 
thumper led the way past the smoke 
bomb and out into the first part of 
the orange-ribboned course. Cartw- 
right, Krause and Vet Expert Mike 
. McDonald were hard on his heels. 

As'the rácers'went under Interstate 
15 for the first time at Basin Road, 
Smith was still out in front and was 
working on stretching out a healthy 
lead. But something went wrong as 
the Husky ace led the way into pit 
one. 

"Idon't know exactly where I went 
wrong but I took the old course into 
the first gas and missed a whole new 
section they'd put in," said Smith, 
whose mistake became obvious when 
he thundered into the Rasor Road 
pit a full six minutes ahead of the 
rest of the field. “By the time I knew 
I'd taken the wrong course, I didn't 
have enough gas to go back, so I had 
to go on to the first pit and then go 
back to get the check I missed. It 
must've cost me about 20 minutes. 
I did a lot of catching up after that 
and was starting to do okay again, 
but I broke a chain about 10 miles 
from the finish and that put me back 
down again. But I sull had a heck 
of a day and raced with some really 
neat guys." 

Other early casualties included 


Team Honda's Dan Ashcraft who . 


reportedly dropped out after a getoff 
just a few miles into the race, and 
Kawasaki pilot Randy Morales who 
put in a lopsided 25 miles after losing 
a foot peg just 10 miles into the race. 

With Smith retracing his steps in 
search of the missed check, the lead 
went to Cartwright, who stretched 
out a 42-second margin over Krause 
by the time the racers shot through 
the Zzyzx Road freeway underpass. 
But the YZ250 pilot’s winning run 
bit the dust less than five mules 
‘further on. . 


Cartwright picked the 1987 Barstow-to-Vegas Hare and Hound to 
capture his very first overall desert win. He rode a Yamaha YZ250. 


“I center-punched a big rock not 
long after the first pit and went flying 
sideways through the air," Cartw- 
right said. "I was just getting up 
when Paul (Krause) went by. My bike 
went down hard and bent the bars 
pretty badly, so I had to ride the rest 
of the race with everything pushed 
over to one side.” 

Cartwright was back 1n the saddle 
in seconds and set off in hot pursuit 
of Krause. Hard on his heels, 1n third 
overall, was Honda-mounted 
Palenske. Open Vet Mike McDonald, 


|^ aboard:a Kawasaki, was putting in 


the ride of his life in fourth overall; 
at Zzyzx Road, McDonald was just 
over one and a half minutes behind 
the race leader. 

As the racers started to spread out 
at the end of the first hour of racing, 
fifth overall was in the hands of 
Team Honda's Bruce Ogilvie, with 
YZ250 pilot Mike Baker trying to 
better last year's second place finish 
from sixth overall. Suzuki rider 
Chuck Miller was pushing hard in 
seventh, less than half a minute in 
front of Ted Hunnicutt's 250 Kawa- 
saki. Derrick Paiement. and Tom 
Willis rounded out the top 10, while 
Eddie Arnet screamed through at the 
head of the 125cc field in 11th overall. 

Out in front of the field, Team 
Green's newest recruit was still going 
strong. Pouring on the throttle 
despite the pain of torn ankle lig- 
aments, Krause led the field through 
to the second gas at Halloran 
Springs, determined to take the win 
in his first ride as a Kawasaki factory 
pilot. 

"I was pushing really hard but I 
wasn't having a good ride at all," 
said the KX500 pilot. “I wasn't 
hanging on or riding good. I was 
all over the place. I just couldn't get 
it together. Darren was riding really 
well and he was right behind me the 
whole way. The only thing that 
saved me was that it was fast and 
dusty. With a bigger bike I could 
stretch it out in the fast stuff, but 


he'd catch me every time in the tight 


stuff." 
Cartwright was just 30 seconds 
behind Krause as they cleared the 


Honda CR250-mounted Grant Palenske (112) battled with Krause for 
the lead most of the race. Palenske eventually finished third overall. 


Halloran Springs 
Palenske, Ogilvie, McDonald, Baker 
and Miller all cleared the Halloran 
Springs check within four minutes 
of the leader, it was apparent the race 
was shaping up as one of the closest 
B-to-V events ever. 

Paiement was the next rider 
through in eighth overall, clearing 
the check with Kawasaki's Larry 
Roeseler and KTM pilot Tom Willis 
all over his rear fender. Arnet was 
continuing his domination of the 
125 class a few seconds back in 11th 
overall. Hunnicutt and Baker were 
still high in the running and last 
year's B-to-V champ, Cliff Thomas, 
was fighting it out for 14th overall 
with AMA/District 38, 250cc hotshot 
Mark Vanscourt, who was riding a 
Honda. 

Krause was still going strong as 
the course crossed Cima Road and 
headed into the. tight, rocky terrain 
of the Clark Mountains. He tackled 
the tricky uphills like a surefooted 
mountain goat, pouring on the 
pressure in an effort to shake off the 
tenacious Cartwright. 

As the first trail of dust appeared 
out of the hills above Stateline and 
began the sprint across the valley to 
pit three at Whiskey Pete's Casino, 
Krause still held the number one 
spot, but Cartwright was just 30 
seconds behind. Krause wasted no 
time as he headed into the final 
section of the race that headed toward 
the finish line near Sloan, Nevada. 

"Td led all the way since about 
Baker, but I knew I was in trouble 
going into the last section," Krause 
said. “I still wasn't riding well and 
my foot was bothering me by that 
stage. When there were rocks around 
I'd cringe. I just knew I was going 
to hit my foot on something and kill 
it completely. I knew there was a lot 
of tight, rocky stuff coming up and 
I just hoped I could make it.” 


pit. When ` 


Ogilvie had elbowed his way past 
Palenske to claim third overall as the 
racers cleared the Whiskey Pete's pit 
and was hard on the gas as the course 
hit the wide-open, pole-line road 
that paralleled Interstate 15 for six 
miles. Ogilvie's last-minute dash had 
the big Honda thumper all wound 
out and he was making up ground 
on Cartwright. 

“I got right up behind Cartwright 
about half way through the final 
section and was within striking 
distance of Krause and then I bas- 
ically gave the race away," said 
Ogilvie. "I got a bunch of bailing 
wire wrapped up in my front brake 
right off the start and sometimes I'd 
have a brake and other times I 
wouldn't. I was on a road right 
behind Cartwright when we got to 
a corner. I grabbed the brake and 
nothing happened. I went over a 
ledge and down into a big ditch.” 
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A battered and bloody Ogilvie — 


emerged from the ditch with his 
Honda intact and was soon back in 
the race, but with just 10 miles to 
go, his chances of taking the win 
were over. Palenske’s Honda CR250 
had reclaimed third and McDonald’s 
flying Kawasaki had moved through 
to capture fourth overall. 

The final section of the grueling 
170-mile race also spelled disaster for 
hard-charging KIM jockey Tom 
Willis. Willis was reportedly tapped 
out on the pole-line road leading out 
of Stateline and was unable to slow 
down enough to make the 90° turn 
that led under Interstate 15 at the 
end of the wide-open dirt road. Willis 
reportedly overshot the corner and 
plowed through a barbed wire fence, 
suffering numerous cuts and a 
fracture in his back. 

With the finish line approching, 
the race-long battle between Krause 
and Cartwright was heating up. : 

“Td been behind Paul all the way 
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Suzuki-mounted Chuck Miller idles through a check point on his way 


to an 11th overall finish. Miller captured seventh in the 250cc class.

and I thought I was going to end 
up second," Cartwright said. “But 
then I started catching him right at 
the end. The course got rougher and 
I think maybe Paul was getting tired. 
I caught him just a quarter mile from 
the finish." 

The two racers were neck-in-neck 
as they turned the final corner 
leading to the finish line. With its 
rear wheel scrambling for traction on 
the rocky road, Cartwright's YZ250 
edged past Krause to grab the 
number one position with just 100 
yards to go and streaked across the 
finish line just two bike lengths 
ahead of the Open class Kawasaki 
that had led almost all the way. 

Cartwright's 250cc victory headed 
an unprecedented 250cc finishing 
lineup that saw quarter-liter bikes 
take 10 of the top 14 placings. 

"It was a close finish, that's for 
sure - Paul sure gave me a good race,” 
said a dusty but obviously elated 
Cartwright, who thanked Montclair 
Yamaha, Malcolm Smith, F&L Rac- 
ing Fuel and Austin Racing. “It sure 
feels good to win this one. It's my 
first time ever at the B-to-V, unless 
you count the time I rode it in 1974 


when I was 13. It’s a good race. It’s 


really fast but 1t had some challeng- 


ing terrain too." 

"Darren had a great ride," said 
second-placed Krause. “He was right 
there all the way and was just too 
strong at the end. This is my best 
finish at the B-to-V, but I'm really 
bummed. The bike ran great; I was 
really happy with it. I'm lookin 
forward to riding with Kawasaki al 
year." Krause thanked Kawasaki, 
Hallman, Shoei, Smith, Ascerbis, 
Spectro and Metzler. 

Krause's nearest competition in 
the Open Expert division came from 
Husqvarna rider Matt Schweitzer, 
who finished a distant 17th overall. 

Palenske's CR250 was still going 
strong in the final stages of the race 
and crossed the finish line just 
behind Krause to claim third overall. 

“They graded a few of the 
whooped-out sections of the course 
SO it was a bit faster than other years, 
but it was a fun course," said the 
Laguna Beach, California, racer, 
who thanked American Honda, 
HRA, Showa, Metzler, O'Neal, RK 
Chains, Shoei, Ascerbis and CSR 
Racing. “My biggest problem was

with my vision. I just got new 
contacts and I couldn't see a thing 
in the last section." 

Vet Expert Mike McDonald kept 
his blistering, early pace going right 
up to the checkered flag to steal 
fourth overall, narrowly edging out 
fellow Vet Expert Ogilvie. 

“That was a pretty fun course," 
said McDonald, who is backed by 
Team Green/Kawasaki of Riverside, 
Answer, Works Performance, DRS 
and Viewfinders M.C.. “I got lost a 
couple of times and my rear brake 
went out about halfway through, but 
it was fun dicing with everyone the 
whole way. It feels good to beat 
Ogilvie too, that's for sure.” 

This 1s the same bike Dan (Ash- 
craft) and I won the (SCORE Baja) 
1000 on," said Ogilvie, whose off- 
the-trail excursion late in the race 
forced him to settle for fifth in the 
final standings. “I just washed the 
mud off and brought it out." Ogilvie 
thanked American Honda, Honda- 
line Apparel, K&N and Ray Plumb 
for building his bike’s motor. 

KX250 pilot Larry Roeseler fin- 
ished hard on Ogilvie’s heels to claim 
sixth overall. 

“This was a typical B-to-V for 
me," said Roeseler. “I’ve never done 
good in this race. It’s so dusty and 
there are so many riders that the start 
is critical in this race, and I was back 
about 15th at the bomb. I kept 
passing guys but it’s pretty tough in 
all the dust and this is as far up as 
I managed to get." 

Roeseler was followed 1n by a trio 


of 250s piloted by Hunnicutt (Kawa- 
saki) Baker (Yamaha), and Vans- 
court (Honda). 

"I went into this with a bad knee 
and I twisted it again today," said 
Hunnicutt. "I really have to say 
thank you to Kawasaki and CTI for 
getting me a knee brace for this race. 
I don't think I could've ridden 
without it. I got sick during the race, 
too. I don't think this morning's 
oatmeal settled down too well. A 
whole lot of people got by me then. 
They just freight-trained me, but I 
got most of them back again. I guess 
I had a pretty good day, all in all.” 

Baker said his ride ran into dif- 
ficulties after the second pit. 

“I got water in my gas at pit two 
and went from fifth back to about 
15th," Baker said. “‘I had to stop and 
empty all the gas out and then watch 
everyone go by until I got some more 
- that made me pretty mad!" 

"It was exceptionally fast," Vans- 
court said, “but it was really close 
the whole way. We had a lot of fun 
battling it out.” 

Following Vanscourt in at the 
finish was Arnet, who completed his 
wire-to-wire win in the 125cc Expert 
division a high lOth overall. Arnet 
brought his CR125 home a full six 
places ahead of his nearest 125cc 


competition, which came from 


Yamaha pilot John Braasch. 

“This is my second 16th overall 
in a row at this event - is that some 
kind of record?” asked Braasch, who 
reported a trouble-free ride. “I had 
a few interesting moments just after

the second gas when I missed a turn 
and ran right through a pack of cows, 
but I didn't fall or anything." 

Yamaha pilot Kenny Parry cele- 
brated his recent 30th birthday by 
taking the win in the Vet 250cc 
division (14th overall). 

“The organizers did a great job," 
Parry said. "It was a little on the fast 
side but it was marked pretty well. 
I had some great races with people 
out there today.” 

The first Senior division rider to 
cross the finish line was Steve 
Thompson, who took the 250cc class 
win in 52nd overall. 

“This is a big win for me. It's my 
fourth B-to-V and the best I ever did 
before was a third in class," the 
CR250 pilot said. “I thought the 
course was too fast. When I have to 
go over 40 mph, or finish before 
noon, the course is too fast for me." 

The Senior Open win went to Dick 
Myers, who finished 55th overall on 
a Honda. Husky pilot Jim Main took 
the Super Senior honors in 72nd 
overall, and Mercedes Gonzalez 
overalled the Women's: division in 
117th overall. 

Kawasaki rider Ken Rieger con- 
unued his recent domination of the 
Amateur class with an overall class 
victory in 68th overall, with Open 
Amateur rival Abe Baumann, riding 
an M-Star, coming in hard on his 
heels to claim second in class.

Deveau, Nitto, Stern 
go for Ch hampionship 
at Willow Springs RR

ROSAMOND, CA, NOV. 15 

Three riders entered the final AFM 
competition at Willow Springs 
Raceway with a realistic chance of 
becoming the 1987 AFM points 
champion though none of the posi- 
tions are official or announced until 
at least two weeks after the season's 
close. Jeff Stern led David Deveau 
and Walter Nitto with 454, 449 and 
446 points respectively. 

In the Formula One race Stern 
brought his Suzuki in right behind 
Ducati-mounted Duane Summers. 
In the 750cc Superstreet race he again 
finished directly behind Summers, 
with Chuck Graves and his Suzuki 
placing ahead of both of them. 
Though Stern's finishes for the day 


were nearly as good as Nitto’s, both. 


classes were smaller than the 600cc 
classes, earning Stern less, points 
toward the number one plate. 

The most competitive racing of the 
day was seen 1n the 600cc Modified 
Production class where Deveau and 
Nitto both went to work. Deveau 
took the initial lead of the 28-rider 
field, with Nitto trailing closely 
behind. Halfway into the first lap, 
Deveau was still in front, pursued 
by John Fryer, Mike Graves, Joseph 
Williams, Kent Kunitsugu, Nitto, 
Eric Elvin and Tom Aquino. Two 
laps later Elvin had lost some ground 
and the seven remaining front- 
runners then pulled away from the 
rest of the field by over five seconds. 
Going into the sixth lap Kunitsugu 
moved up on Deveau to attempt a 
pass in turn one, and the leader's 
Hurricane slid out from under him, 
ending his chances of accumulating 
points in that class. Deveau’s mishap 
left Kunitsugu, Nitto and Fryer in 
the top three, the same positions they 
held at the finish line. 

Since riders only receive points 
toward the overall championship 
from their best event of the day, 
Deveau's chances of earning the 
number one plate were not com- 
pletely gone. He lined up with the 
others for the 600cc Superstreet race 
but was pulled out on the first lap 
by AFM officials because he had 


failed to go through tech inspection 
after his crash. 

Aquino took the lead right from 
the start of this race, but was unable 
to hold it. By the end of the first lap 
the top positions were Graves, Nitto, 
Aquino, Williams and Fryer. 


. Throughout most of the race Graves 


maintained a one- to two-second lead 
over Nitto as the two pulled away 
from the rest of the pack. Nitto 
passed Graves exiting turn one on 
the last lap and maintained this 
position through the last turn. 
Graves rallied for a final charge, got 
the best drive out of the final turn 
of the race and drafted past Nitto to 
win. 

In the Dunlop 250 final Donny 
Greene took the initial lead but 
halfway through the first lap it was 
Danny Coe running in front. Greene 
held second over Andy Leisner and 
Kevin Clark. 

Coe's lead was short-lived and 
Green regained the front position 
before reaching the start/finish line 
for the first time. For the rest of the 
race Coe and Leisner remained in 
second and third as Greene stretched 
his lead to the finish.

Roeseler tops 
Carson Valley Qualifier

MINDEN, NV, OCT. 18 
After 130 miles, two terrain tests and 
a genuine grass track, Larry Roeseler 
edged out Dave Bertram by 19 
seconds to take the overall win at the 
Carson Valley Qualifier. 

Over 440 riders entered this one 
day reliability trials-type event, 
hosted by the High Sierra M.C. The 
race started and finished at the 
Carson Valley Inn and Casino, 
which co-sponsored this event with 
Malcolm Smith Racing Products. 

Starting at 7:00 a.m. with high 
desert temperatures in the mid-30s, 
almost half the bikes did not start 
during the allotted 60 seconds. Two 
rough 55-mile loops and a different 
speed schedule for the As, Bs and Cs 
had most riders hitting the checks 
early. 

Starting at about 6000 ft. elevation, 
a single track trail leading into 
Illinois Canyon was littered with 
washouts and loose rocks. The riders 
had to stay on their toes and hussle 
through this narrow canyon. After 
four miles of dodging rocks, the 
course dumped into the much larger 
El] Dorado Canyon and more rocks. 
It was here that the riders had a look 
at the first terrain test. 





Dust was a problem on the first 
loop for some riders, including 
Kevin Hines. He dropped out to save 
his bike and body for the National 
enduros. 

Roeseler powered his factory 
Kawasaki to the quickest time 1n the 
first terrain test with a score of 711 
seconds. Bertram was three seconds 
back on his Husky Auto, followed 
by John Haaker with 744 seconds. 

The B class leader through this 
secuon was Bruce Rust with 820 
seconds, followed by Dan Sell with 
823. In the C class, Sam Soracco led 
the way with 836 seconds. 

Roeseler again smoked everybody 
through the second terrain test with 
a score of 414. Team Suzuki's Charlie 
Halcomb and Bertram followed with 
426 and 434 seconds, respectively. 
Dan Sell posted the fastest time of 
503 seconds to top the B class. With 
a very fast time of 488 seconds, Sam 
Soracco blitzed the C class. After the 
second terrain test, the course led 
back to the Carson Valley Inn, where 
the grass track was set. The challeng- 
ing course was laid out by ISDE 
veteran and HSMC member Duke 
Lamber on 30 acres of green pasture 
field. 

The first race of the day saw 
Roeseler, Bertram, Haaker, Jeff 
Irwin, Duke Dowell and eventual 
Senior class winner Frank Showers 
Jr. square off. Haaker’s four-stroke 
got the holeshot with Roeseler and 
Bertram in tow. Roeseler slipped by 
Haaker after he went wide in a turn. 
Bertram then passed Haaker and 
started to pressure Roeseler. Dowell 
and Irwin were dueling for fourth 
with Dowell getting the position. 
Meanwhile up front, Roeseler over- 
shot a turn and Bertram grabbed the 
lead for good. Just before the finish, 
Bertram led everyone astray after 
blasting through the ribbon. The 
positions were then scrambled and 
at the finish it was Bertram, Irwin, 
Roeseler, Dowell and Haaker. The 
fastest time of the grass track all day 
was posted by Eric McKenna, fol- 
lowed by Jimmy Lewis with times 
of 656 and 660, respectively. 

In the B class, Mace Coleman 
posted 640 seconds on a shortened 
course. Raymond Harold smoked 
through with a score of 612 to top 
the Cs. 

First overall honors of the day 
went to Roeseler, with a total score 
of 1811. Bertram and Holcomb 
followed with scores 1830 and 1865. 

Topping the B class was Dan Sell 
with a total of 1992. Leading the C 
class with a score of 1994 seconds, 
Joe Bruce won't be riding there long. 

With District 36 points given to 
enduro and cross country, the 
competition was tough. Bertram 
collected his usual enduro points and 
ISDE veteran Dean Joyner took first 
district cross country points. »
